COMPLETE SPECIFICATION. 

A Combined Purse and Belt Buckle. 

1, Emamjkl ois ]iKAUi'UiS, of 338, George Street, Sydney, in ike Stale of New 
South Wales and Commonwealth of Australia, Musician, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, to 
be particularly described and ascertained in and by the following statement: — 

5 This invention has for its objective to provide iu combination with a belt 
buckle, an integral or detachable receptacle, purse or reticule. 

This buckle or fastener consists essentially of an ordinary plate buckle buying 
a keeper and a hook for securing thereto the ends of a belt ; and integral there- 
with or removably secured thereto is a receptacle or a valvular purse or reticule. 
10 This said buckle plate and attachment is preferably slightly concaved .to lit 
the contour of the. waist of the wearer. 

lieferring to the accompanying drawings which illustrate the invention applied 
in several forms. 

Figures 1 and 2 are perspective views of the frout and back respectively of a 
15 buckle plate with a valvular purse hinged to the back thereof and Figure 3 
similar back view with the purse in the open position. 

Figures 4, 5 and 6 are similar views to Figures 1, 2 and 3 respectively, and 
illustrate a spring hinge purse, whilst Figures 7 and 8 are perspective views 
respectively of the front and back of a. buckle with a detachable purse secured 
20 thereto, Figure 9 a perspective view of the buckle plate with purse detached 
and Figure 10 a similar view of the purse. 

Referring to Figures 1 to 3 inclusive the rectangular concaved buckle plate 1.1 
has a flange 12 Having a keeper 13 at one end around which takes the belt 14 
and a hook extension 15 taking in the keener 1G attached to the" other end 
25 of said belt 14. Hinged to the buckle plate 11 is a rectangular plate or 
flap 18. To the inner faces of the nap 18 and buckle plate 11 is secured an 
ordinary valvular pxu'se 20 by means or an adhesive, medium and the E shaped 
plates 21. The purse is held in a normally closed position by a catch 23 on

the inner face of the hinged flap 18 said catch engaging with a spring lock 24 
affixed to the buckle plate 11 a3 shown. 

Referring to Figures 4 to G inclusive the buckle plate 11" has the keeper 13 
and hook 15 secured to the hack thereof as hereinbefore described, and spring 
hinged plate or flan 18 having a flanged face 22. The buckle plate 11 has a 5 
spring catch 24 which takes under the edge of the flanged lace 22, said flap 18 
having also a thumb piece 25. The purse 20 is affixed to the huckJe plate 11 
and hinged flap 18 in the ordinary manner. 

Referring to Figures 7 to 10 the buckle plate 11 has turned over edges 20 
forming grooves for the reception of the keeper 27 that is attached to the buck 10 
of a concaved metallic casing 28 containing a valvular purse of ordinary 
construction. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is: — .15' 

1. A combined purse* and belt buckle consisting of a buckle plate having a 
keeper and a hook for securing thereto the ends of a belt mid integral with 
said buckle plate or removably secured thereto is a valvular purse or reticule 
as herein described and ascertained. 

2. A combined purse and belt buckle having a buckle plate with keeper and 20 
hook and a hinged flap, between said buckle jdate and hinged flap is secured -a 
valvular purse by adhesive material and plates as herein described and 
ascertained. 

B. A combined purse and belt buckle consisting of the combination and 
arrangement of the parts or integers as herein described and illustrated with 25 
reference to Figures 1 to 3 of the accompanying drawings. 

4. A combined purse and belt buckle having a buckle pJate with keeper and 
hook and a spring hinged flap with a thumb piece, between said buckle plate 
and spring hinged flap is secured a valvular purse in the ordinary maimer as 
hereiu described uud explained. 30 

5. A combined purse and belt buckle consisting of the combination and 
arrangement of the parts or integers as herein described uud illustrated with 
reference to Figures 4 to 0 of the accompanying drawings. 

6. A combined purse and belt buckle having a. buckle plate with keeper and 
hook, turned over edges for the reception of a keeper a Mixed to a detachable 35 
purse as herein described and explained. 

7 t A combined purse and belt buckle consisting of the combination and 
arrangement of the parts or integers as hereiu described and illustrated with 
reference to Figures 7 to 10 of the accompanying drawings.
